to bear. These also were to be entirely wiped out up to 
the same date agreed upon for other interest and principal 
cancellations. 


Losses Will Be Borne With Dominion 

The losses arising out of the debt reduction will be | 
borne by the whole Dominion since it was the federal gov- 
ernment which was responsible for bringing in the people 
to settle in areas where making a living was extremely | 
difficult, 

“It is quite right to pay back money for which value 
has been received,” he explained, “but a large amount of | 
our debts have increased—for which we got nothing. It 
is mostly high interest charges which have been respon- 
sible for these increasing debts.”

Mr. Gardiner outlined a plan under which settlers would 
be moved from non-productive land to better land. 
The drought areas would become federally-owned and 
ild be converted into pasture.

Who Are They Helping? 


An Editorial 


HE policy adopted by the Alberta Board administering 

the Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement Act gives rise to 
questioning as to whether the Board is familiar with the 
purpose of the Act, or not. 


The Act was announced to serve as an innocuous Bank- 


ruptey Act for farmers caught between the upper and 
nether mill-stones of high interest rates and low produce 


prices. Worthy farmers and their families were to have 
their debts and obligations reduced to a point where they 
could pay their way and support their families in reason- 
able comfort. It carried the implication that no interest 
would be allowed in excess of the rates set by the courts 
on judgments, and by the federal farm and home loaning 
agencies as fair under present conditions, 


While the _Board (consisting of Mr. Justice C. R. 
Mitchell with S. H. McCuaig, K.C., as representative of the 
creditors and Mr. F. H. Holmes as representative of the 
farmers) has shown a readiness to deal drastically with 
the accounts of storekeepers and other creditors, it has 
shown remarkable tenderness in dealing with outrageous 
mortgage claims. In cases where other creditors have 
had to take substantial reductions of principal and forego 
interest, the Board has protected the mortgage company 
to exact interest in excess of the five per cent standard set 
by the federal government agencies. 


People are asking whether the Board in Alberta is a 
Bankruptcy Court or a Board to enable mortgage com- 
panies to continue high exactions of usury. 


The sooner the Board is instructed in its duties or re- 
organized by Ottawa, the better it will be for the farmers 
of Alberta, and for the government which must accept 
responsibility for the peculiar policy adopted by the 
Alberta Board. 


It is absurd for a government to be providing 5 per 
cent money for farm and home loans while its own ap- 
pointees on the Board to help debt-ridden Alberta farmers, 
refuse to treat mortgage interest as they do accounts of 
merchants, and maintain usurious rates of interest which 
cannot be defended on any grounds of justice or equity.

U.S. SOLDIER WAS SUPERB, SAYS LLOYD GEORGE 


Rivalries Should En- 


gross Great Chiefs 


LONDON, Sept. 24. — David 
Lloyd George's fifth volume of 
war memoirs, 


of Sir Douglas Haig (later Earl 
Haig), British war-time comman- 
der-in-chief, and also condemns 
the official history of the war on 
several counts. 


Lloyd George declares Haig “only 
considered the question of the feasi- 
bility of overcoming German re- 
|sistance by direct attack. He took 
a still more contemptible view of 
German reserves for filling deplet- 
|ed divisions,” 

Concerning the appointment of a 
generalissimo, th war-time prime 
minister asserts Haig was convinced 
he was a better practical soldier 
than Marshal Foch (who became 

| the Allied commander-in-chief late 
in the war), while Marshal Petain 
thought himself a better general 
| with an equal, if not a_ superior, 
| record of success. 


RIVALRY IN STAFFS 
A worse element was the rivalry 


of the various staffs. “It was said 
that these little human frailtie 
|}should influence men in great 


| issues,” Lloyd George writes 


Concerning the Allied retreat in 
March, 1918, the little Welshman 
declared: 


“Nothing struck me more than 
the kind of composure, amounting 
to supineness, which reigned 
amongst those who would have 
the most direct and terrible re- 
sponsibility for the lives of mil- 
lions and the fate of nations. Mil- 
itary nerve ceased to respond to 
the memory of past horrors or the 
prospect of future ghastliness, 


“It seemed to me that Haig was 
governed in his choice of men far 
too much by the desire to have 


around him those personally agree- 
able to himself, who would not 
clash with his dictatorial temper 
by suggesting any difference of 
opinion When Briand (Aristide 
Briand, then French premier) and I 
first made the experiment of unity 
of command in the spring of 1917 
|we encountered resistance from 
Haig and Field-Marshal Sir William 
Robertson, whose most outstanding 
faculty was stubborness. Their abil- 
ities were average, their obstinacy 
abnormal.”

mints, onions or other “camou- 
flages’ and can sniff out the 
fumes of alcohol despite the 
culprit’s ability to- say rapidly 
and with perfect accuracy, 
“Simple Simon pickled a peck of 
pickled peppers.” 


The “Alkameter” is about 14 
inches long almost flat and 4 
inches wide. At one end is a 
tube through which the suspect 
blows his breath and at the 
other a copper coil to which is 
attached a bottle of colorless 
liquid 

The colorless liquid is the 
secret of the invention. If the 
suspect has imbibed, the liquid 
turns a brilliant rosy red. If he

Making a vigorous plea for the 
reduction of both private and 
provincial debts in order to effect 
a more equitable relation between 
debtor and creditor, and declaring 
that this policy had the support of 
almost every member of the legis- 
lature, D. M. Duggan, M.L.A. and

Returning from the coast by C.PR. by way 
of Calgary, I met a veritable “Sanders of the

He is a young, former Victoria, B.C., mining 
engineer, returning to duty up one of the rivers 
of the West African coast, after a year or so of 
leave to visit friends England and Canada.

The tin ore—an 18 foot bed of cassiterite is 
“glory-holed” out and carried by narrow gauge 
railway to the coast for shipment to English 
smelters. The cecal a semi-anthracite is 
shipped to Capetown and Malta, for the use of 
the British Navy. 

“We've very little fever 
drained the swamps and put in sanitation,” said 
my informant. 

One of the chief early difficulties was to 
make the blacks bury their dead. They used to 
throw them out on the village street. Jungle 
animals would come at night for the bocies, 
though the ignorant blacks believed the story 
of their medicine men that the spirits had taken 
them away in the dark. 

“Our chief trouble,” said he, “is not with the 
men—though now and then one will run amok 
—but with the heat. For ten or twelve weeks 
in the rainy season we cannot work at all. The 
water falls in sheets. The rest of the year we 
work from 5 a.m, till 9 a.m., rest for one hour 
and then work from 10 a.m, till noon, Nobody 
can work in the afternoon, but we round the 
day out with two hours work from 5 p.m. till 
7 pm. Best shift of all is when we get rush 
orders and work a steady night shift by flares.” 

My friend gives all credit to his chief, Col 
Thomas. Said he: “He has been out there 
eighteen years. The natives worship him like 
a god. He is the coolest, bravest man I ever 
saw, never excited and never ruffled. I've seen 
him in tight places, when there have been 
inter-tribal feuds raging and he never as much 
as says ‘Damn.’ I've never known him to lose

Use Both Cooked And 
Raw Food

There is a widespread belief that while man 
may live without “books,” he cannot live with- 


out “cooks.” But a vast, increasing number of 


people are attempting to live on uncooked food 
alone.

It is true that there have 
been instances where this 
diet proved adequate for all 
of the body's requirements, 
but upon close investigation I 
have found that most people 
professing to believe in the 
efficacy of raw food really

add to their otherwise restricted diet such foods 
as cooked grains, eggs, cheese and milk. It is 
likewise true that those who claim to be vege- 


tarians generally use milk, cheese and 
such animal products. 

The raw food diet provides plenty of vitally 
nourishing food, but has several drawbacks 
which make it an impractical diet to use day 
after day, year after year. It is necessary to 
use a large amount of food on this diet, as most 
of the vegetables and fruits taken contain so 
much water and cellulose that the stemach must 
be filled to capacity in order to be sure of a 
sufficient amount of material which is tissue- 
building. 

The herbivorous animals spend most of their 
waking moments engaged in the pleasant pas- 
time of chewing, swallowing and digesting food. 
Modern man does not have the inclination to 
use so much time in order to get enough neur- 
ishment. The keen-minded man of today can- 
not give so much of his attention to food, but 
the dull, phlegmatic man, who is willing to be 
mostly a walking digestive organ, still exists.

Another good reason why a strict raw food 
diet is not practical is that it is a most unsocial 
diet. If one persists in such a radical diet he 
will soon have few friends who are willing to 
dine with him. 

Because he does not wish to seem queer, the 
raw-fooder will eat his own restricted diet and 
then, to be sociable, use of his friends’ 
tasty dishes. In place of deliberately choosing 
a good steak, he will invariably select the most 
unwholesome food He 
tempted to fill up between meals with candy 
and ice cream. In fact, the candy stores would 
lose a lot of business if it were not for the un- 
dernourished people who patronize them
